Basis of Natural Beauty 


By R. and W. FRAZER 

The subject “The ‘Basis of Na- 
tural Beauty” wil involve refer-} 
ence to the skin, from a differ- 
ent aspect from that which oc- 
cupied our attention last week 
when we considered skin irrita- 
vion. 

lt is a very common mistake 
to imagine that loveliness can 
be acquired solely by recourse 
to the field of cosmetics and 
coiletries. 

This is the reason why we so 
often see “complexions” which 
very obviously have been arti-~ 
ficially applied without any at- 
tention to the condition of the 
skin and while some measure of 
camouflage or concealment may 
be achieved, the use of even the 
best cosmetics on pimply, rough 
or blotchy skin never produces 
satisfactory results. 

» Our subject is not “Cosmetics 

‘and Camouflage” it is “The 
Basis of Natural Beauty” and 
so we must examine the things 
required to produce a real foun- 
dation for a lovely skin and 
those factors which combine to 
give real and lasting beauty 
and not merely a superficial] 
impression which will not stan 
close examination. 

We would suggest that 
real starting point in any qyest 
for natural beauty is 
health. 

It is argued most alway; that 
the condition of the skif, in 
some measure at least /reflects 
the condition of heglth. A 
noted authority on the/skin has 
said “the majority of skin dis- 


orders are connected /directly ol 


indirectly -wifo disfrders else- 
where in the body.” 

There are other/matters per- 
taining to, generaY health which 


may not justify /the jérm, dis- 
ease, but whic: y need at- 
tention if the aim of | skin 


beauty is to be yealised. 

More often than is generally 
understood the nutritional or 
dietetic aspect of health is likely 
to affect the complexion. 

It is known for example, that 
certain of the vitamins have an 


-|may aggravate 





essential part to play in the 


maintenance of a healthy skin. 
Vitamin A, Vitamin C and 
and ccllain of the vitamins 
have an essential part to pre- 
serve the skin in gvod condition 
and even a mild aeficrency ot 
these elements in the daily diet 
may be enough to cause dryf 
peeling and blotchy skin. 
Especially among yours 
men 
carbohydrates in the 
the/ unsightly 
acne condition while/over indul- 
gence in sweets, clhcolates and 
fatty foods may Have a similar 
undesirable effec. 
In many insfénces correction 
of dietary erroy‘s and the use of 
suitable vitamfin supplement re- 
sults in a marked improvement 
in the condition of the skin. 
We haye referred to these 
matters fof general health and 
diet begause they are really 
fundamental to the question of 
health, which is of course, 
asis of skin beauty. 
e skin is more than a cov- 
rng; it has important func- 
tons to perform and any pro- 
edures which we intend to use 
to beautify the skin must not 
unduly interfere with those 
functions. For example the skin 
must be allowed to perform its 
respiratory function; that is, it 
must be allowed to breathe; 
while the work of the sweat 
glands may need to be con- 
trolled, it must not be stopped. 
So it becomes apparent that 
in order to suggest ways of im- 
proving the appearance of the 
skir some knowledge of the way 
the skin functions is essential. 
Moreover in suggesting toilet- 
ries‘ and casmetics one must be 
sure to recommend only such as 
one knows are made by firms 
who really understand the na- 
ture of the husan skin and the 
tasks it has to carry out. 
The regular and continued 
use of the wrong kind of cos- 





















hetics and toiletries could quite 
easily result in an impaired 
rather than an improved condi- 
tion of the skin.
